Additional pages include 3-5. It is noted that "new claim 6" was filed as "new claim 7", 
however, there is no claim 6 and claim 7 was renumber pursuant to R.126. 
Additionally, examiner notes that the numbers in parenthesis appear to correspond to 
the sequence numbers in the listing. However, please clarify that these numbers are 
the sequence identification numbers. These pages should have the appropriate SEQ 
ID No. following the sequences as per the requirement in 37 CFR 1.821 -.825.
